Rash of 
thefts hits 
Casey County

Authorities are investigating break-ins and burglar¬ 
ies that occurred recently at homes, churches, and at a 
popular motocross track. 

Theft reaches $7,000 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman and Deputy Chad Weddle are 
investigating a burglary that happened on July 19 be¬ 
tween 11 a.m. and 1:30 p.m. at the residence of Jason 
Tackett, 3144 Ky. 1859, Liberty. 

Tackett told investigators that the previous day, an 
older, faded black Chevrolet S-10 or single cab pickup 
truck pulled into his drive and asked directions to Dry 
Creek. 

The truck was occupied by two men — one was de¬ 
scribed as being in his late 60s with shoulder length hair 
and wearing black framed glasses with thick lens while 
the second man was said to be in his early 20s. 

Tackett said that he saw the long-bed truck in the area 
several times that same day. He also spotted the truck 
on Lriday morning. 

Thieves entered the back/side door of Tackett’s resi¬ 
dence and took a 30-06 Winchester automatic rifle and 
a .223 Remington automatic rifle along with ammuni¬ 
tion, jewelry, and a game trail camera. 

Lrom an outside building, thieves made off with a 
Blue Max 5,500 watt generator, Husquvama chain saw, 
and left hand Makita saw, among other hand and power 
tools. 

Also taken from the property was a single axle, 5 foot 
by 8 foot utility trailer with a treated wood floor, no tail 
gate, and a rail around the side. 

Additionally, thieves broke into the tool box on the 
back of Tackett’s tmck and took a Craftsman tool set, 
20-ton bottle jack and other items. 

Tackett said that the thieves damaged doors going 
into the house and garage, the doors on the gun cabinet, 
an HP laptop computer, and the toolbox on the back of 
his tmck.

On a humid, foggy morn¬ 
ing, the roar and cackle of 
approaching motorcycles 
bounces off the walls of 
buildings in downtown Lib¬ 
erty.

The riders pass and nod in 
silent reverence. 

This is what they do. 

They are the Patriot Guard 
Riders. 

Who they are 

The Patriot Guard Riders 


are a group who - by invi¬ 
tation - attend the funerals 
of fallen heroes such as vet¬ 
erans, police officers, and 
emergency personnel, ac¬ 
cording to Joe Hare, Senior 
Ride Captain for the Guard. 

“We’re not a club, or a 
gang, or anything like that,” 
Hare said. “We come to pay 
respect.” 

Last week, members of the 
south central Kentucky Pa¬ 
triot Guard Riders conducted 


what is thought to be their 
first-ever mission in Casey 
County. 

The riders arrived at McK¬ 
inney-Brown Funeral Home 
early Friday morning to es¬ 
cort the body of local veteran 
Mike Hatfield to Somerset. 

Hare said there are more 
than 290,000 Patriot Guard 
Riders across the United 
States, - with roughly 3,500 
in Kentucky.

Two sentenced to jail for Veteran's Wall desecration

The mood was somber in 
Casey County District Court 
on Tuesday morning as veter¬ 
ans and their family members 
filed in, filling the courtroom 
to capacity. 

The veterans were in court 
as a sign of solidarity against 
what two women — Erica 
Tetreault and Kasey Allen — 
had done to the Veteran’s Wall 
in Liberty. The wall contains 
the names of 1,387 veterans 
ranging from the American 
Revolution to modem day 
conflicts. 

Tetreault, 19, and Allen, 
20, along with a 15-year-old 
juvenile, were charged with 
third-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief, disorderly conduct, 
and second-degree desecra¬ 
tion of a venerated object. 
The charges stem from a July 
7 incident where they wrote 
on the wall in mud and were 
cited by police. 


Ray Short, who attended 
the hearing with his brother 
Mike, said that as a Navy vet¬ 
eran who served from 1972 
to 1974, he didn’t like what 
they did on the wall. 

“I don’t appreciate some¬ 
body wiping their backside 
on the wall. It’s a slap in 
the face to everybody that’s 
served in the military,” Ray 
said. Mike Short served in 
Korea from 1969-1970. 

Kenneth King, 85, who 
was awarded a Purple Heart 
for being wounded in service 
during the Korean War, at¬ 
tended the hearing. 

“It’s awful sad they didn’t 
respect it any more than that. 
I hope this teaches them a 
lesson. They’re old enough 
to know better,” King said, 
adding that he was glad they 
didn’t put paint on the wall. 

Tetreault and Allen were 
arrested on the desecration 
charge on July 16 and have 
been in the Casey County De¬ 
tention Center under $1,500 


cash bonds. 

Guilty plea 

Entering the courtroom 
on Tuesday handcuffed and 
in blue jail-house jumpsuits, 
both women were crying as 
they took their places on ei¬ 
ther side of Public Defender 
Shelby Horn. 

Horn entered a guilty plea 
on behalf of his clients and 
then addressed the court, say¬ 
ing that he told the women 
that he was a two-time vet¬ 
eran of the Vietnam War. 

“I told them how I felt 
about what they’d done so 
that they could decide wheth¬ 
er they wanted another attor¬ 
ney or stick with me. To their 
credit, they stayed with me, 
knowing how I feel about it,” 
Horn said. 

At this point, Horn offered 
commentaiy as to why he 
believed acts such as these 
occur.

My new solar/wind- 
powered clothes dryer 


I just got a new solar/ 
wind-powered clothes dry¬ 
er.

My old solar/wind- 
powered clothes dryer, aka 
clothesline, bit the dust in a 
recent storm.

“Although they should 
have known that what they 
were doing wasn’t correct, 
there is a certain lack of un¬ 
derstanding on their part as 
to what that symbol is all 
about,” Horn said, referring 
to the wall. “I’ve seen this 
in the community myself. 
Somewhere we’re having a 
break down, I think, in edu¬ 
cation. I don’t think people 
understand fully what these 
symbols are,” he said. 

Horn choked up and be¬ 
came emotional when he told 
the court what the American 
flag meant to him. 

“The flag to me is not just 
a piece of cloth with some 
stars and stripes on it. I told 
them this. It represents every¬ 
body... to the last Afghanistan 
veteran,” he said. 


Horn said that he believes 
that Tetreault and Allen un¬ 
derstand the seriousness of 
their actions. 

“I think they understand 
now that what they’ve done 
is wrong, it’s disrespectful, 
and they are, to their credit, 
willing to take whatever 
steps necessaiy to redeem 
themselves.” 

County attorney 

Casey County Attorney 
Tommy Weddle, addressing 
the court, said that when he 
first learned of the charges, 
he was stunned. 

“Had this happened in 
California or on the north¬ 
east coast, it wouldn’t have 
surprised me. I could not 
imagine something like this 
happening in this county,” 
Weddle said.

“But my job is not just to 
put people in jail but to do 
justice. I don’t pass the buck. 
As long as I’m here, I will 
recommend to you what I 
think is right.” 


Weddle recommended to 
Loy that Tetreault and Allen 
spend six months in jail, with 
30 days to serve and credit 
for the week they have al¬ 
ready been in jail. 

In addition, the five re¬ 
maining months will be dis¬ 
charged if they meet the fol¬ 
lowing conditions — no new 
offenses, and they each serve 
200 hours of work at the dis¬ 
cretion of the local VFW Post 
commander. 

They are also to interview 
12 veterans and their families 
as to how that veteran and his 
or her family was impacted 
by that service, write a report,

EDA gives $50K to fiscal court 

The Liberty and Casey County Economic Develop¬ 
ment Authority authorized a donation of $50,000 — 
pending Department of Local Government approval 
— to Casey County Fiscal Court to help construct 
a concession stand/restroom at Gateway Park. Fiscal 
court currently has a grant of $100,000 and can put up 
a “skeletonized” building for around $150,000. Magis¬ 
trates previously rejected a bid of more than $300,000 
for the building. 

EDA Director Blaine Staat reported that all loan bal¬ 
ances are current and, as of June 30, EDA has a check¬ 
ing/savings balance of $520,019. Chieftain Steel, 
Bluegrass Shavings, and SnapDolls owe a combined 
$811,757 to the EDA, paid in quarterly installments 
of $24,718. 

Anne Leigh and Rod Wolford were elected president 
and vice president, respectively, for FY 2013-14. 

EDA will pay $3,950 to Ray, Foley, Hensley, and Co. 
for its tri-annual audit, the same price bill in 2010. 

College fundraising committee meets 

The group organizing fund raising efforts for the 
new Liberty/Casey County Community Education 
Center to be located downtown has formed commit¬ 
tees to address raising funds, promoting the college, 
and to plan the details for the ground breaking on Fri¬ 
day, Sept. 27 at 4 p.m. at the site on Jockey Street. 

Gov. Steve and first lady Jane Beshear are expected 
to attend the ceremony. 

An Outreach Committee is designing literature that 
will be mailed to prospective donors including an art¬ 
ist’s color rendition of the exterior of the building that 
will host more than 500 students on a daily basis.

Legislative News 


Predicting the future is difficult when planning state budget 


They may be relatively 
unknown, and their subject 
matter may be a little dry, 
but the eight economists 
who comprise the Con¬ 
sensus Lorecasting Group 
have a powerful role to 
play. They determine just 
how much money state 
government can expect. 

As anyone who has 
ever put a budget together 
knows, it can be tough to 
predict what a year will 
bring. Their job, however, 
is even more difficult: They 
have to look more than 30 
months ahead, to cover not 
just the two-year span for 
the budget but also the six 
additional months needed 
to prepare, pass and imple¬ 
ment it. 

Lortunately, this group’s 
crystal ball has proven to 
be fairly reliable. The fis¬ 
cal year that ended June 
30th, for example, was 
only about 0.4 percent over 
what had been projected, 
the equivalent of 40 cents 
out of $100. 

It’s important to note 
that the economists’ fore¬ 
cast is mainly focused on 
state revenues, which go 
into what is known as the 



General Lund. Although 
the state gets more money 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment and such restricted 
sources as college tuition, 
it is the General Lund that 
drives the budget. 

Over the last decade, our 
state revenues have seen 
both highs and lows. They 
went up nearly 10 percent 
during each of the 2005 
and 2006 fiscal years, but 
in 2009 and 2010, they 
posted the first two-year 
decline in decades. 

Earlier this spring, a joint 
report from the National 
Governors Association and 
the National Association 
of State Budget Officers 
found that Kentucky and 
many of her sister states 
appear to be finally turn¬ 
ing the corner financially, 
although we’re still below 
2008 levels when adjusting 
for inflation. 

At the time of the report, 
11 states (but not Ken¬ 


tucky) reported that they 
needed to make additional 
mid-year cuts, but that was 
far better than the 39 hav¬ 
ing to do that during the 
height of the recession. On 
the other side, 16 states 
reported this spring they 
were actually increasing 
spending during the fiscal 
year, though Minnesota 
and Texas accounted for 
most of the new money. 

More than 40 states, in¬ 
cluding Kentucky, have 
bigger budgets this fiscal 
year than they did last year, 
but many areas of ours are 
essentially flat-lined. The 
General Assembly took this 
approach because we will 
have to use the expected 
growth in revenue to main¬ 
tain critical state services 
in the face of inflation and 
increased need. 

It is worth pointing out 
that our budget is relying 
less on one-time revenue 
sources to pay for ongo¬ 
ing expenses, something 
known as a structural im¬ 
balance. During the 2012 
fiscal year, it was the foun¬ 
dation for 4.6 percent of 
the budget, but this fiscal 
year, that figure is down to

1.6 percent. 

When taking a closer 
look at the state’s revenues, 
it becomes clear that part of 
the economy is doing well 
while other parts are strug¬ 
gling. 

Kentucky lost 4,100 
mining jobs when compar¬ 
ing the first three months 
of 2013 to the same period 
a year earlier, which was 
a sixth of that workforce. 
Manufacturing, meanwhile, 
went in the other direction, 
adding 8,000 jobs. 

Businesses that help oth¬ 
er businesses - advertisers, 
CPAs, attorneys - are also 
on the upswing, but con¬ 
struction has seen relative¬ 
ly little growth in recent 
years. There is hope that a 
steep increase in new sin¬ 
gle-family homes nation¬ 
wide will help to reverse 
that trend, though. 

The lottery is up - it pro¬ 
vided $215 million to the 
state last fiscal year, with

most of that going to help 
students attend college - 
and the Road Lund also 
increased for the fourth 
straight year. 

Although we are just a 
few weeks into the sec¬ 
ond half of the two-year 
budget, work is already 
underway to be ready for 
the next cycle. Planning 
estimates will be compiled 
through the fall, and the of¬ 
ficial revenue estimate will 
be unveiled just before the 
holidays. 

Gov. Beshear will then 
present his administra¬ 
tion’s final budget proposal 
in January, and the General 
Assembly will vote by mid- 
April on whatever changes 
it thinks should be made. 
Not surprisingly, there will 
be a lot of competition for 
every new dollar. Just in¬ 
creasing per-pupil funding 
in our elementary and sec¬ 
ondary schools by one per¬ 
cent, for example, will take 


$29 million. 

The budget is always 
the most difficult bill the 
General Assembly consid¬ 
ers during even-year leg¬ 
islative sessions, but with 
the Consensus Lorecasting 
Group helping to light the 
way, my colleagues and I 
can at least rest assured that 
we will know how much 
we have to work with. No 
one can foresee the future, 
of course, but this group, 
thankfully, comes pretty 
close.

Legendary reporter Helen Mosquitoes invading 
Thomas dies at 92 Kentucky in a big way 


CLARK COUNTY (Winchester) - 

Winchester native Helen Thomas, who 
covered 10 presidents and earned a repu¬ 
tation of being a hard-nosed journalist 
who often made presidents squirm dur¬ 
ing press conferences with her questions, 
died Saturday at age 92 at her Washing¬ 
ton home. 

Thomas worked for the United Press 
International wire service and was re¬ 
garded as a pioneer for women in jour¬ 
nalism. 

She was known as an outspoken jour¬ 
nalist who sometimes made no attempt 
to hide her own personal opinions on 
various subjects — a behavior that often 
made fellow journalists very uncomfort¬ 
able. 

It was that behavior that eventually 
caused her long career to come to an end 
at the White House in 2010. 

For years, Thomas sat in the front row 
at presidential news conferences and 
ended them with four famous words, 
“Thank you, Mr. President.” 

Other states will look to 
Kentucky for health initiatives 

WARREN COUNTY (Bowling 
Green) - It is no secret that when it 
comes to obesity, Kentucky weighs in 
heavily. 

“There is heart disease, cancer, smok¬ 
ing, obesity,” said Cecilia Watkins, as¬ 
sociate professor with Western Ken¬ 
tucky University’s Department of Public 
Health. 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control, in 2010, no state had a preva¬ 
lence of obesity less than 20 percent. 
Thirty-six states had a prevalence equal 
to or greater than 25 percent. Alabama, 
Arkansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Michi¬ 
gan, Mississippi, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and 
West Virginia had a prevalence equal to 
or greater than 30 percent. 

Despite the grim statistics, a new 
study shows that Kentucky is mak¬ 
ing strides in increasing physical 
activity to combat obesity. Two pa¬ 
pers recently published in the journal 
^Population Health Metrics’* show 
that Kentucky — in terms of exercise 
— has improved. 

Of the 10 counties reporting the 

reatest positive change from 2001- 

009 in terms of women getting suf¬ 
ficient exercise, seven of them are 
in Kentucky. For men, it’s six out of 
10 . 

“It’s very surprising. We were 
looking over the trends in the last 
few years in exercise and obesity,” 
said Dr. Chris Murray, doctor of 
the Institute for Health Metrics and 
Evaluation, an independent research 
center at the University of Washing¬ 
ton that creates data to guide health 
investments and policies around the 
world. 

“There have been very large in¬ 
creases in the last decade in many 
parts of Kentucky. It’s impressive.” 

The reason for changes may be be¬ 
cause of a number of initiatives on 
healthy lifestyles in Kentucky, Mur¬ 
ray said. 

“It appears that those efforts seem 
to work. I think the interesting ques¬ 
tion is why they work so well in Ken¬ 
tucky,” he said. “A lot of places in 
the country will want to know why 
you’ve done this and what has made 
more of this uptake so that they can 
copy that success story. It’s some¬ 
thing we all want to know.” 


FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) - 

If you’ve done any yard work in the early 
morning or late afternoon recently, you’ve 
probably noticed a familiar, nerve-jangling 
humming around your ears. 

Let the swatting and slapping begin. 

Mosquitoes are back, and in a big way. 

All the rain earlier this summer created 
countless places in Kentucky for mosqui¬ 
toes to breed. And the current hot, humid 
weather is perfect for helping mosquito 
eggs turn into biting adults in as little as 
five days. 

In other words, the tiny blood-sucking 
pests are all set to drive us crazy for the 
next few months. 

“They are hitting their stride right now 
for sure,” University of Kentucky exten¬ 
sion entomologist Lee Townsend said. 
“We’re going to be in mosquito mode until 
around the time of the first frost.” 

About 50 mosquito species live in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

But experts say that the big trouble-mak¬ 
er in the area is one named the Asian Tiger, 
which likes to operate outdoors in daylight, 
and the so called “house mosquito,” which 
works the night shift and invades homes 
through open windows or doors. 

Chris Christensen, an entomologist who 
operates Urban Insect Solutions and Crit¬ 
ter Control in Lexington, calls the Asian 
Tigers “vicious biters” 

“These things come up out of the grass, 
they haul off and they bite and welt,” 
Christensen said. “And everybody’s breed¬ 
ing them in their backyards.” 

Asian Tiger mosquitoes can breed in still 
water that’s as shallow as a quarter of an 
inch, experts say. And there are few homes 
that don’t have a clogged gutter, an outside 
pet dish, a swing set or some other place 
where rainwater can collect and provide 
a prime mosquito breeding area. Shrubs, 
trees and bushes offer perfect places for 
the pests to hide and rest between attacks 
on unsuspecting humans. 

A mosquito in biting trim weighs in at 
about 2.5 milligrams, and some are so 
small they’re hard to even see. 

But some experts argue that the mosqui¬ 
to might be the deadliest animal on earth, 
blamed for 1 million deaths worldwide 
each year. Mosquitoes cause all this suf¬ 
fering through the infections they spread 
with their bites. The most serious is ma¬ 
laria, which kills an estimated 600,000 
people annually. Many of the victims are 
children. 

Fortunately, we don’t have to worry about 
mosquitoes spreading malaria here. The 
disease was eradicated in the U.S. by the 
1950s. 

In recent years, however, mosquitoes 
have been blamed for carrying West Nile 
virus, a potentially fatal infection that first 
appeared in New York in 1999. The illness 
now has spread to every state except Hawaii 
and Alaska. 

Dr. Craig Humbaugh, the Kentucky state 
epidemiologist, said West Nile cases spiked 
in Kentucky last year, as they did in many 
Southern states, with 20 confirmed cases 
here. No cases have been confirmed this 
year, he said. 

Kentucky recorded three West Nile fatali¬ 
ties last year. 

Humbaugh noted that mosquitoes can 
carry other serious infections, such as virus¬ 
es that cause some types of encephalitis. 

All that means it’s wise to avoid mosquito 
bites at all times, Humbaugh said. 

One way to do that is by checking around 
your house regularly and eliminating places 
where rainwater can collect. If you doubt the 
importance of that, note that the Asian Tiger 
mosquito apparently arrived in the United 
States in the early 1980s in a shipment of 
old tires in which rainwater had collected.

Help college students find 
the right financial track 


Summer is quickly fad¬ 
ing. Soon, thousands of 
Kentucky’s students will 
return to college cam¬ 
puses. A young person’s 
college years are some of 
the most important years 
for establishing a plan for 
future financial success. 
These can also be some of 
the most financially chal¬ 
lenging years, with many 
students managing their 
finances for the first time 
and the rising costs of 
higher education putting 
many students and their 
parents in debt. 

From 2002 to 2012, 
annual tuition for a four- 
year, public university 
rose by an average of 5.2 
percent. Student loan debt 
topped more than $1 tril¬ 
lion in 2012 and is the 
second largest category 
of U.S. consumer debt, 
trailing only home mort¬ 
gages. About 60 percent 
of 2010 college graduates 
had some form of student 
loan debt, with the average 
debt around $25,250 per 
person, according to The 
Project on Student Debt, 
an initiative of the non¬ 
profit Institute for College 
Access and Success. 

While many view a col¬ 
lege education as an in¬ 
vestment in a better finan¬ 
cial future, several factors 
including unemployment 
after graduation, entry-lev¬ 
el salaries and family obli¬ 
gations can make student 
loan repayments tough for 
many recent grads. Fortu¬ 
nately, a little research be¬ 
forehand by students and 
parents can make student 
loan decisions and repay¬ 
ments easier. 

Parents can remind their 
children about the differ¬ 
ences between wants and 
needs and encourage them 
only to take out loans di¬ 
rectly related to their col¬ 
lege education, such as 
paying for tuition, books 
and fees. 

Students can research 
unemployment rates, job 
availability and starting 
salaries in their field of in¬ 
terest. This can help give 
them an idea of a repay¬ 
ment timeframe for their 
loan. 

Students and parents 
can take out either private 
or federal loans to pay 
for college. Private loans 
will differ by lender, so 
meeting with the lender 
to discuss rates, terms and 
repayment plans is a good 
idea. 

Federal student loans 
generally offer the best 
rates and terms. They also 
do not have to be repaid 
until students graduate or 
leave school, as long as

they have full-time sta¬ 
tus. Once the loan comes 
due, monthly payments 
are determined by the 
amount borrowed, inter¬ 
est rate and repayment 
timeframe. Federal student 
loans typically have a 10- 
year repayment plan, but 
the time frame can cover 
a longer period of time if 
lower monthly payments 
are needed. However, the 
longer the repayment time 
frame, the more the loan is 
going to cost in the long 
term, because the interest 
increases. 

In addition to student 
loan debt, parents should 
encourage their children to 
develop a financial plan for 
everyday expenses, mak¬ 
ing sure students under¬ 
stand that school-related 
expenses come before any 
items they want. If parents 
track their child’s first few 
weeks of spending and re¬ 
view their purchases with 
them, it can help devel¬ 
oping a realistic monthly 
spending budget. 

A local checking account 
with a bank or credit union 
will make check cashing, 
depositing and ATM with¬ 
drawals cheaper and easier 
for students. The student 
should be aware of any 
minimum balances, over¬ 
draft fees and number of 
monthly transactions that 
come with a particular ac¬ 
count. Many banks will 


offer student accounts or 
| accounts with no or low 
minimum balance require¬ 
ments. Text or email alerts 
for low account balances 
can also be helpful. 

Students living off cam¬ 
pus often have bills in 
their names for cable, In¬ 
ternet and utilities. Parents 
should remind them of 
the importance of paying 
bills on time each month. 
Setting up online bill pay¬ 
ment or automatic bill pay 
will make paying on time 
easier. 

College is often the time 
when many young people 
get their first credit card. 
However, having a credit 
card may not be the best 
option for all students, as it 
can lead to the temptation 
to overspend and saddle 
students with additional 
debt upon graduation.

Facing uphill battle, AJ. 
'doesn't know an obstacle'

A.J. Blake never shies 
away from a stranger be¬ 
cause people are attracted to 
his bright smile and ringlets 
of blond curly hair that spill 
all over his head. 

But looking at A.J., one 
would never know that this 
cute and active 2-year-old 
boy has already overcome a 
mountain of adversity in his 
life. 

The son of Stephen and 
Bridgett Blake, Anderson 
Jeffrey (A.J.) was bom on 
July 21,2011 at Central Bap¬ 
tist Hospital. While the news 
brought joy to his parents 
and siblings, Marley 11, and 
Nolan, 8, doctors didn’t bring 
good news. 

“He was 3 pounds, 12 
ounces, and 14 and one-half- 
inches long. The doctor said 
that he had a small jaw and 
she got Stephen off to the 
side and told him A.J. had a 
cleft palate, which wasn’t ex¬ 
tremely shocking,” Bridgett 
said. 

A cleft palate can be char¬ 
acterized as a slit that mns 
from the front to the back 
of the roof of the mouth, 
which opens to his nasal cav¬ 
ity causing choking issues, 
Bridgett said, 

Doctors also told the 
Blakes that A.J. had Pierre 
Robin Sequence (PRS), of 
which a small jaw and cleft 
palate are symptoms. 

But having PRS would 
turn out to be a blessing for 
A.J. because of yet another 
undetected medical condi¬ 
tion. 

“They told us that with 
PRS, there can be other is¬ 
sues so they checked him 
over good and found weak 


pulses in his legs,” Bridgett 
said. “We’re thankful he 
had the PRS because that 
made them look closer at his 
heart.” 

Consulting with Pediat¬ 
ric Cardiologist Dr. Carol 
Cottrill, the Blakes learned 
that A.J. had a problem with 
his heart. 

“When he was five days 
old, surgeons operated on his 
heart, cutting out a crimp in 
his aorta and repairing it,” 
Bridgett said, adding that 
A.J. spent 35 days in the hos¬ 
pital after he was bom. He 
also had a hole in his heart 
that has closed on its own but 
doctors continue to monitor 
it. 

In the first four months of 
life, A.J. had five additional 
surgeries — jaw distraction 
surgery to correct the small 
jaw, going back in the hos¬ 
pital to remove the screws 
from his jaw distraction sur¬ 
gery, hernia repair, ear tubes, 
and, he had his cleft palate 
repaired. 

A.J. also has bone anom¬ 


alies — his knees don’t 
straighten out and he wears 
braces on his legs to keep 
his ankles straight. He didn’t 
walk until he was about 18 
months old. 

In addition to seeing spe¬ 
cialists in Lexington and 
Cincinnati, Bridgett and 
Stephen are looking to have 
him enrolled with an occu¬ 
pational therapist at Cardinal 
Hill Rehabilitation Center in 
Lexington. 

In spite of the challenges 
A.J. has faced, he’s a happy 
little boy who loves playing 
soccer and getting down on 
the floor and playing toys 
with Marley and Nolan. 

“Having older siblings 
has helped him. He wants to 
keep up with them,” Bridgett 
said. 

And, if A.J. wants some¬ 
thing, he goes after it. 

“A.J. doesn’t know an 
obstacle. He goes over and 
through the stuff instead of 
going around it,” Stephen 
said. “But he’s happiest when 
he’s making you laugh.”

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Walnut Hill is county's first to use 'The Leader in Me'

Thanks to a generous grant, 
Walnut Hill Elementary is the 
first school in Casey County 
to implement The Leader in 
Me program. 

Based on Dr. Stephen R. 
Covey’s The 7 Habits of 
Highly Effective People , the 
program not only inspires 
and motivates teachers, but 
also helps students learn re¬ 
sponsibility, create initiative, 
and establish goals. 

“It’s really a big thing,” 
Walnut Hill Principal Judy 
Phillips said. “The staff is ex¬ 
cited about it - and we’re ex¬ 
cited to begin this program on 
the very first day at school.” 

The program was made 
possible by a $68,000 grant 
through the Appalachian Re¬ 
gional Commission - admin¬ 
istered through Lake Cum¬ 
berland Area Development 
Center (LCADD) - will be 
implemented over a three 
year period. 

The LCADD is covering 
approximately 80 percent of 
the cost with a local match of 
$9,000. 

The Leader in Me is pres¬ 
ently being implemented in 
over a thousand schools all 
over the world. Franklin Cov-

ey provides professional de¬ 
velopment, staff and student 
resources, community net¬ 
working opportunities, and 
ongoing coaching to ensure 
quality implementation. 

Phillips said schools are 
certified in the content so the 
model can be sustained for 
years to come. 

The Leader in Me is a 
school-wide process which 
develops staff and students 
as leaders and transforms the 
culture of the participating 
school. 

The 7 Habits are integrated 
into the daily curriculum. 


“It is not ‘one more thing to 
do,’ Phillips explained, “but a 
better way of doing what we 
already do.” 

The first three habits focus 
on the individual and encour¬ 
age responsibility. 

The three more habits look 
outward to how you treat oth¬ 
ers. 

The final habit reminds 
one to take care of yourself, 
cultivate healthy habits, eat 
well, exercise, and balance 
work and play. 

Schools which have 
implemented the program 
report improved test scores, 
decreased office referrals, 
increase in student self-con¬ 
fidence, along with a host 
of other positive outcomes, 
Phillips said. 

On April 18, 23 people 
from Walnut Hill, six peo¬ 
ple from the school district, 
Blaine Staat with the Liber- 
ty-Casey County Chamber 
of Commerce, and several 
people from LCADD trav¬ 
eled to Bowling Green to visit 
McNeil Elementary School 
to see the transformation tak¬ 
ing place in their facility since 
implementing The Leader in 
Me.

Young students in Casey 
County will benefit from 
one of nearly 60 grants 
awarded by the state. 

State officials announced 
nearly $1.2 million in fund¬ 
ing for 58 Community Ear¬ 
ly Childhood Councils in 
91 Kentucky counties. 

The grants, geared toward 
promoting school readiness 
for children, are part of the 
state’s effort to improve ed¬ 
ucation and health services 
for Kentucky’s youngest 
citizens. 

“These grants will help 
communities give our chil¬ 
dren the best possible start 
in school and in life,” Gov. 
Steve Beshear said in a 
statement. “Every child in 


the Commonwealth, from 
the most rural farm to the 
inner city, deserves the op¬ 
portunity for a promising 
life.” 

Beshear said local coun¬ 
cils are most qualified to 
serve the needs of the chil¬ 
dren in their communities. 

The Casey County 
Community Early Child¬ 
hood Council (CECC) was 
awarded a $7,900 grant. 

Jennifer Godbey, Casey 
County Schools Family Re¬ 
source Center Coordinator/ 
Casey County Community 
Early Childhood Council 
Chair, said that throughout 
the next fiscal year, CECC 
plans to use the grant to im¬ 
plement several initiatives, 

The council hopes to en¬ 
hance local programs and 
services to ensure high 


quality learning environ¬ 
ments, engage families, and 
improve the local process of 
collecting, analyzing, and 
distributing data and then 
using the data for commu¬ 
nity planning, Godbey said. 

By using extensive stud¬ 
ies and sources, several ca¬ 
pacity building projects are 
planned, such as local train¬ 
ing events, implementing a 
system of support for preg¬ 
nant and parenting teens at 
the high school, assisting 
child care centers in apply¬ 
ing for mini-grant funding, 
and coordinating the 2014 
Week of the Young Child 
local events. 

Godbey said the local en¬ 
tity was honored to receive 
the grant and plans to be ef¬ 
ficient in implementing the 
planned initiatives. 


The CECCs are com¬ 
prised of community vol¬ 
unteers from local school 
districts, public health de¬ 
partments, childcare pro¬ 
viders, Head Start, local li¬ 
braries, parents and interest 
groups in many other areas. 
This year’s grant applica¬ 
tions asked CECC’s to use 
county-level data to devel¬ 
op strategies focused on im¬ 
proving school readiness. 

Individual grants reward¬ 
ed ranged from $5,000 to 
$50,000 per county. 

Grants were also issued 
to neighboring counties. 
Russell County received 
$8,100 and Adair, $8,900.

A new award honoring 
academics from the Nation¬ 


Rita "Peat" 


al Association of Basket¬ 
ball Coaches was presented 
last week and two of the 
five high-major men’s bas¬ 
ketball programs receiving 
the award were the state’s 
two most popular institu¬ 
tions — the University of 
Louisville and University 
of Kentucky. 

The inaugural Team Aca¬ 
demic Excellence Awards 
were given to teams with 
at least a 3.0 GPA for the 
2012-13 season. A total of 
96 programs were recog¬ 
nized in NCAA Division 
I, Hand Hand NAIA Divi¬ 
sion I and II. 

The Cardinals had a col¬ 
lective 3.295 GPA for the 
year and a 3.41 in the fall, 
a record high for the UofL. 
The Wildcats achieved a 
3.23 GPA as a team for the 
year, which was a team re¬ 
cord. 

Sometimes we overlook 
the academic side to the 
adored college athletes on 
these two teams. We see 
them strictly as athletes and 
forget they are students as 
well and that their studies 
should be their number one 
focus. We allow our chil¬ 
dren and young people to 
idolize these stars for their 
big moments on the bas¬ 
ketball courts or elsewhere, 
but it fs nice when the oc¬ 
casion arises and we realize 
there is more for children 
and young people to look 
up to these athletes for than 
just their athletic skills.
